THE CTABFIELO-HAIUCOCK TOTE. 


Times. 


The dispute over the popular vot 


cast at_ the late Presidential election 
still continues. 
Such figures as conic 


be had from official sources were print 
cd in the Times Almanac for this year 
Tbey give Garfield over Hancock 2,330 
and while fuller returns have been re- 
ceived from two or three of the States 
having remote and inaccessible counties 
the majority is not materially affected. 
The New York Tribune Almanac, closed 
a month later than the Times Alnuo 
gave Garfield a plurality of 3,030, 
difference of only 703 from the 
Times 


figures. The Albany Argus Almanac 
in its table gives Hancock an apparent 
plurality of 6,787. These figures are 
made, however, by dropping 10,340 
votes that were cast for a second set o! 
Republican 
electors 
in 
Louisiana, 


These votes are as much entitled to go 
to Garfield as are the votes for the Ms- 
bone ticket in Virginia to go to Han- 
cock. The second set of Louisiana 
electors were not put in the field against 
Garfield; they were nominated before 
Garfield was ind grew out of a qaarrel 
in the State Convention over Grant. 
Crediting these 10,340 votes to Gar- 
Seld, as should be done, and the figures 
in the Argus Almanac are turned into 
a plurality of 3,553 tor Garfield. The 
Cincinnati Enquirer, in its otherwise 
admirable table, falls into the same 
error of making no account ot these 
votes, and thereby figures out a Han- 
cock plurality of 8,101. 
Putting the 


Louisiana vote as it unquestionably 
should be put and the Enquirer tables 
would give Garfield 2,236 plurality. 
We have seen no table showing an ap- 
parent majority for Hancock which was 
lot defective in this particular of the 
Louisiana vote.

A Very Interesting Letter from th« Pal 


metto Btate—A Tnp np the Bt. John's 


Klver. 


The following interesting letter to our 


fellow townsman, Mr. M. Elson, is from 
Mr. 3 M. Clokey, Esq., of this city.wbo 
has been in the south since the latter par 
of February, accompanied by his wife ant 
son, and Mr. Wilson Clokey, of Cincin 
nati, bis brother. 


PALATKA, FLA., March 18, 1881 


DEABPAPA: As written yon, we lef: 


this place Thursday about 10 a. m., on 
our return trip up the Ocklawaha; went up 
on the "Marion," a very small boat; eai) 
ud up the St. John to the mouth of the 
Ocfclawaba 26 miles, which we enterec 
early in the afternoon. 
The St. John 


from Jacksonville 
for some distance 


above the mouth of the Ocklawaha, is a 
very wide and magnificent river. The Ock 
lawaba, a narrow and serpeatine course, 
the bends often so abrupt that tbe little 
boat had to be shoved with poles to get it 
turned around. It Is just 100 miles frou: 
the moath of the river to where we enter 
ed Silver Spring Run; 100 miles of won 
dcrs. 
The entire course was lined on 


either side with Palmettoes and Florida 
palms, cypress, etc., everything draped 
in moss, presenting a picture of surpass 
ing beauty which cannot be described — 
The pulms — thousands of them stood 
erect—40 and 70 feet high, with their um 
brella tops, the very embodiment of 
grace. 
We were constantly bumping 


against the trees and passing among and 
under the extended limbs ; several places 
the limbs from either side looked over- 
bead; one in particular forming a beauti 
fill arch. Going and coming we feasted 
on the wild scenery, never wearying of 
the beautiful palms. For several hours 
in the evening the river was lighted up 
from the boat, rendering the effect wild 
and bewitching. We were not prepared 
Tor such scenes. 
It was mucli beyond 


our expectations. Many groves of palms 
contained 50 to 100 and more tall trees.— 
The river, proper, is really about one mile 
wide, but tae channel open is very, very 
narrow, a lartce river boat couldn't get in 
t. The remainder of the river on each 
side of the channel is a vast wilderness of 
ropical growth. Reaching the mouth of 
Silver Springs about 9 a. m. yesterday, 
we steamed up its beautiful waters nine 
miles to its source. A more astonished 
iet you never saw. We had beard but 
ittle as to the waters m this stream, and 
upposed the attraction was a little town 
.t a nice sprioc;. Ii Is the most wonder- 
ul thing in Nature that I ever saw. The 
water comes up from a series of crevices 
nd wells, throwing up a body of water 
0 lo 50 feet ii depth, fully as. wide, and 
me miles in lengtn, before it enters the 


OoUlawaha. 
The basin, just over the 


prinea and wells, is qnite largo. You 
can look way down into the wells, I am 
old, GO feet. All the way along its course 
bis water is so clear that yoa can with 
>erfccl distinctness distinguish the fish, 
hell and other objects. Tbe shells—40 
nd 50 feet below—sparkled like dia- 


monds, rich in their clear, beautiful tints. 
The ride up and down made 18 miles ot 
:onstant wonderment and exclamations 
rom the passencers. Unfortunately, it 
ained much .of the time In showers and 
urtsilcd our feast some. We were loath 
to.part wi'.h the beautiful, wild scenery, 
and we hope again to make this trip — 
We again entered the St. John about ten 
('clock lust Light, ^heu we retired and 
lept sweetly till morning. 
Our boat 


cached this place about 1 this a. m , but 
we remained in our state rooms till morn- 
ng. Concluded to remain here till to mor- 
ow or Monday night and rest, when we 
;o up the Si 
John to Enterprise and 


Sandford. A.I are greatly benefittecl by

received in this city from a Washing- 
tonian now in Las Vegas, New Mexico, 
says: 
"I was down last week to 


Albuquerque, which is a town of some 
importance, being the eastern terminus 
of the Atlantic and Pacific railroad. 
But it is Ja wicked town, worse than 
Las Vega's, though it is bad enough. 
In Albuquerque they advertise—with 
transparencies—keno, faro, and "high 
ball" as the leading amusements. The 
new town is on the railroad, and the old 
town is about a mile and a quarter dis- 
tant to the northwest. 
It is not an 


unfrequent occurrence that strangers 
passing from one to^n to the other are 
given the command ''hands up," and 
after obeying the command, they are 
searched, and what valuables and money 
they may have are taken from them. 
Those who know the game are generally 
prepared. 
So a few nights ago (one of 


the nights I was in Albuquerque) a 
gambler threw up his hands, and wtth 
them a six shooter. As a consequence, 
the highwayman received a '45' bullet 
instead of booty. About 95 miles be- 
low here you strike the Rio Grande 
valley, where they raise, 1 am told, the 
most delicious grapes. Though I was 
not in season for grapes, I drank freely 
of the native wine made by the Mexi- 
cans, and thought it of excellent qual- 
ity. 
I wish you could get such wine at 


home at the reasonable figures it sold 
heie—$1 50 a gallon and $40 a barrel. 
Below Wallace, where the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe road strikes the 
Rio Grande, the river bank is dotted 
every few miles with Indian villages; 
the nouses are built ol adobe, and no 
village is without its church iu which 
mass is said once or twice a month. I 
bought of an old Indian a few pieces of 
turquois. 
He had a string of them 


around his neck, but would not part 
with them all. I do not know that 1 
would have gotten the few pieces I did 
had it not been that I won the old fel- 
low's good graces a few hourV previous 
to the purchase by giving him some 
'Lone Jack' tobacco."

DUTIES OF HIGHWAY COMMISSION' 
BBS.; 


Legal 


A subscriber in one of tbe weitern 


counties of tbe State, writing to tbe 
Adviser complains of tho inattention of 
highway commissioners of his town as 
to the discharge of their duties, *tnd 
enquires if there is not a penalty pro- 
vided for such neglect of duty. 
He 


states that the commissioners keep no 
record whatever of their doings, and tbe 
people are in utter ignorance as to tbeir 
official acte. 


The road law for counties under 


township organization, sec. 22, provides 
that if the commissioners of highwiy* 
shall refuse or neglect to perform any 
of the duties enjoined on them by,said 
law, they shall severally forfeit not 
less than $10 nor more than 150. 
Among the duties enjoined ou the com- 
missioners by law ia that they shall keep 
a correct record of their proceeding* at 
all meeting!. Anotbei important duty 
enjoined on them is that they shall ren- 
der to the board of town auditor!, at 
their annual meeting, for auditing tbe 
accounts of town officers, an account in 
writing, showing fully tbe condition of 
the highway affairs under tbeir charge. 
This account should be rendered at the 
March meeting. Whilst there are T»r- 
ious other duties imposed on tbe com- 
missioners, the two above named are 
among tbe most important 
because 


they afford information aa to the condi- 
tion of the affairs under their charge, 
and yet, according to our information, 
there is not one board of commission- 
ers in ten in tbe State who give the 
least attention whatever to these im- 
portant requirements, or who bave any 
knowledge of the law on the subject. 
They do not seem to appreciate the im- 
portance of supplying themselves with 
tbe laws concerning their duties and 
informing themselves as to tbe same. 


Tramps In Germany. 


}Iartfunl Courant. 


A recent writer of a trustworthy 


German periodical, who has made tramp 
life in Germany a subject of special 
investigation, estimates the number of 
able-bodied tramps in that country at 
100,000. The resuha bave been simi- 
lar to those in Ibis country. 
In the 


more retired districts crime has multi- 
plied, and a general feeling of insecurity 
prevails, despite the stringent police 
regulations. 
This condition of affairs 


adds to the perplexities of the govern- 
ment since the great majority of those 
vagrants arc thoroughly imbued with, 
the nihilistic doctrines, and are ready- 
to assist in any disturbances by which 
the peace of society is threatened. This 
unhealthy condition of affairs is partly, 
doubtless, a result of war, which always 
is followed by more or leas vagabond- 
age. 
But thoughtful students of Ger- 


man social and political affairs look 
upon it as very largely due to the re- 
moval of religious restraints, a result of 
tbe modern German tendency to skep- 
ticism and disbelief in everything—a 
tendency, by the way, against which » 
strong reaction has begun—and also a* 
due to the" unrestricte-d traffic in intoxi- 
cants. The latter portion of this the- 
ory is worthy the consideration of those 
who profess to believe that beer ttnds 
strictly to temperance and sound phi- 
losophy.

WHAT month most people die in and 


what they die of is an interesting ques- 
tion, to which tbe last bulletin of the 
National Board of Health makes an 
answer for 1880, based on a mean pop- 
ulation of 8,100,000, representing the 
majorities of tbe cities in tbe United 
States. Tbe answer is given in tabula- 
ted form, with death rate per thousand. 
Nine diseases are given as the chief 
causes of death. 
They are consump- 


tion, acute lung diseases, diphtheria, 
onteric fever, malarial fevers, scarlet 
fever, 
measles, 
whooping-cough and 


small-pox, 
This list follows the order 


in which the greatest number of deaths 
occur, and it must please nervous peo- 
ple to learn that small-pox is the least 
cause of death. For consumption the 
highest death rate is 3.32 per thousand 
in December, and the lowest rate is 2.59 
in June. The acute lung diseases, be- 
ginning with January at 2 32 per thou- 
sand, rise regularly to April, then de- 
cline regularly to August, with 1.0-4 
deaths per thousand; then again it 
rises to December, in which the rate is 
3.20 per thousand. 
The highest death 


rate for diphtheria is.1.49 per thousand 
in November ; the lowest 0.56 in June. 
Malarial lever is highest in September 
and October, wilh 0.65 and 0 58 as the 
death rate, while naturally it is very 
low from December to April. 
Scarlet 


fever runs unevenly throughout the 
year ; the highest death rate being 
0 65 in December and the lowest 0.33 


July. 
Whooping-cough runs very 


evenly throughout the year, the highest 
rate being 0.27 in March and July, and 
thelowestO.il in December. 
Smtll- 


pox did not rise over 0.10 per thousand 
except in November and December, 
whea tbe rates were 0.17 and 0.36 per 
thousand.

from measles was 0.46 ia May and the 
lowest 0.02 in October. 
From this it 


appears that above all others lung dis- 
eases carried off the largest number of 
persons last year, and that Buoh dis- 
eases far beyond any others arc the 
bane ot American city life—a 
fact 


which has often been maintained be- 
fore, but net so thoroughly shown as 
by ibis black table and the chart of the 
Natienal Board of Health.

DANIEL WEBSTEE'S WATS. 


His Curt Beply to a Delegation That 


Had ftot Supported Him. 


FTOTI the Stockholder, 


An incident unquestionably au- 


thentic which has never before been 
related in print may be told of Mr. 
Webster. On their way home from 
the convention, which was held, we 
believe, in Philadelphia, the Mis- 
sissippi delegation called on Mr. 
Webster et his modest house on 
Louisiana avenue in Washington. 
It was near the close of a Bummer's 
day, when ushered into the little 
front parlor, and introduced to Mr. 
Webster, the chairman, Judge Shar- 
key—the same it may be wno years 
afterwards was conspicuous in the 
reconstruction politics of the state— 
addressed the orator in terms of 
flattering eulogy, saying, among 
otiier things, how pleased he and 
bib fellow delegates would have 
been to see Mr. Webster's great 
abilities recognized in the nomina- 
tion of their party for the presidency. 
As a matter of fact, the delegation 
had steadily voted against him. 
It 


was upon this fact that Mr. Web- 
ster's curt reply turned. "You have 
expressed, Mr. Chairman," said he, 
"the sentiment that your desire— 
and I must suppose that your action 
was in conformity to that desire— 
in the recent convention of the 
Whig party for the nomination of 
a candidate for the presidency of the 
United States—your desire and ef- 
fort that the honor should fall upon 
me. In respond to which I have 
only to say that the record, gentle- 
men, is the other way. Good night, 
gentlemen!" And bowing himself 
through the folding doors into the 
rear parlor where Mrs. Webster sat 
in the deepening twilight, be van 
ished to Mississippi eyes, leaving 
his visitors, sternly rebuked for lip 
service, to find their homeward way 
as best they might. 


It was in the preceding presiden- 


tial canvass, in 1848, when General 
Taylor was the Whig candidate,aud 
elected, that the writer heard Mr. 
Webster 
make, on his form at 


Marsbfield, the speech in which he 
declared that tbe selection of Gen. 
Taylor—who in private conversa- 
tion at Washington had been char- 
acterized, but unjustly, ''asj only 
a swearing frontier colonel"—was 
"a nomination not fit to be made." 
The speech, the only one, we think, 
he made in the canvass, was listened 
to by^a large assemblage who had 
come to Marshfield for the purpose, 
many "straight" Whigs from Boston 
and elsewhere being among the 
number, with a considerable sprink- 
ling of so-called "Conscience Whigs" 
out of whose secession from the par- 
ty grew the historic coalition mhich 
soon after put Charles Su tuner and 
Henry Wileon in tjie Uqited States 
senate. Many of thesti Boston gen- 
tlemen, we remember, wore white or 
light-colored kid gloves on the occa- 
sion, and their applause was diverse, 
as one and another oi the orator's 
utterances affected 
tbe divergent 


prejudices of his auditory. 
The 


question above quoted remained in 
tbe printed speech as Mr. Webster 
made it, but another, still more 
offensive to the Whigs proper, was 
eliminated from the verbatim report 
as it stood in type in the office of the 
Boston Atlas. The Whig commit- 
tee sent a delegation to Mr. Webster 
asking that the obnoxious phrase 
might be canceled before the speech 
was sent to press.

There may be 
those among our Boston contempo- 
raries, solicitous for Mr. Webster's 
fame, who may be moved to dispute 
the substantial accuracy of what is 
here related. 
The fact, in its main 


details and chief significance, we 
believe to be susceptible of proof, 
the lapse of thirty-two years never- 
theless.
